LEVY OF SPECIAL TAX FOR IOWA STATE COLLEGE OF AGRICULTURE 4ND 

MECHANIC ARTS.

AN ACT to levy a ta:s: to provlde for the erection, improvementl and equipment of neoea­
sar:y buildings for the Iowa atate oollege of agricuUure ana. mechanic arts. [Addi­
tional 'o cbl.pter 4, title Xlii, of the cOde, relating to the state oollere of agricul­
ture and meolianic atta.) 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Levy of special taz authorized-purpose. That for 
the purpose of providing· for the erection, improvement, and equipment of 
such necessary buildings as shall be determined upon by the board of 
trustees of the Iowa state college of agriculture and mechanic arts, 
there shall be levied a srcial tax of one-tenth of a mill on the dollar upon 
the assessed valuation o the taxable propsrty of the state for the erection 
and equipment of buildings for the Iowa state college of agriculture and 
mechanic arts; and the proceeds thereof shall be carried into the state 
treasury to the credit of said college, said levy to commence with the .first 
levy made after the passage of this act; the same levy shall be made annu­
ally after said first levy for four (4) successive years. Any amount in 
excess of the sum of :flfty·five thousand dollars raised by any o1e of such 
levies shall be paid into the state treasury. The amounts so realized by 
said levy shall be in lieu of all appropriations for the erection, improve­
ment, and equipment of all neces~ary buildings for the said Iowa state col­
lege of agriculture and mechanic arts, during said period of 1lve years, 
except such as may be made by the Twenty-eighth General Assembly.

AN ACT relating to the industrial school for girls and to establlah a reformatory for 
females at Anamosa, Iowa, to be known aa the Iowa industrial reformatory for 
females, and to make appropriaUona therefor. [A:iditiona\ t1 chapter~ \ttle XIII of 
the co:le, relating to industrial aohool, and chapter 2, tltle XXVI, relating to peniten· 
Uaries.] 

Be it enacted by the General .dssembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Name and location. There is hereby established at 
Anamosa, Iowll, the Iowa industrial reformatory for females. 

SEc. 2. Kanagemen~flloers-rooms. Said reformatory shall be 
under the control of the board of control of state institutions, and the 
immediate management of it shall be under such officers as said board may 
deem proper, but the chief executive officer of said institution, so selected 
by the bo:u-d, shall appoint all sub:>rdinate ofticers and employes, as pro· 
vided in chapter one hundred eighteen (118), acts of the 27th Gen· 
eral Asse'mbly, and the salary or compensation to be patd any ofticer 
or employe of said reformatory shall b~ fixed in the manner provide:l 
in said chapter. Said reformatory may use and occupy the building now 
knoWn as the female department of the penitentiary at Anamosa, except 
tha two rooms on the lower fl.oor at the right of the main entrance of tlie 
said female department, which may be used as store rooms by said peniten· 
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
